Hon. Charities Stewart Dentes satenend- | 
ing Statements Made by Papers Op- 
posing the Government—Hverything

Denying the statement made by some | 
newspapers opposing the government, | 
that an attempt Is being made to force | 
the Rural Municipalities Act onto the 
electors in many of the rural constitu- 
encies, and that wherever possible the 
greatest secrecy ts observed in holding 
elections under this act, Hon. Charles 
Stewart stated yesterday that condl-' 
tions were entirely the reverse to those 
quoted. / 

“I wish to state right now that these 
statements are false and misleading, 
he said. “As a matter of fact, the si- 
tuation is just the reverse. During 
the last year I myself, my deputy min- 
ister Mr, Perrie, and the officials of; 
the department have held dozens of 
meetings throughout the province, ex- 
plaining this act In addition to this 
we have mailed thousands of copies of 
the act itself and the pamphiet, ex: | 
plaining its working, and have ee

wefed hundreds of letters sent us by 
parties who are interested In the mat- 
ter, In the lectures and meetings, in 
the pamphiets and in the letters, ev-| 
erything pertaining to the act and its | 
workings have been fully explained. | 
Rural Municipal organization Is entire- | 
ly optional with the resident electors, | 
and the government does everything 
possible to explain the working of tne | 
act before an election is held on the 
matter.” |

Stewart also etated that it was 
not only the intention of the govern- 
ment to give out everything possible 
in the way of information, but that it 
was their desire to have everybody in 
Alberta fully acquainted with the act, 
and with all legislation, whether af- 
fected by it or not. 

“Information has never been with- 
held from anyone,” he said, “and if the 
papers, which say that it has, come for 
information, it will be given them only 
too gladly. We are looking for all the | 
publicity we can get In the matter, as 
we know that when the act {s fully un- 
derstood there will be many more ru- 
ral municipalities established under the 
act. Already a number of cases have 
been brought to our attention, where 
the electors voted against the act 
through not thoroughly understanding 
it, and relying on the false statements 
made regarding it, and who now want 
another election held so that they may 
benefit by the provisions of this act. 
Does that look as if we were forcing 
the act on an unwilling electorate?” 

Mr, Stewart deciared emphatically 
that {t was not the Intention of the 
government to discontinue helping the 
rural municipalities in the matter of 
public work, such as road and bridge 
building, ete. 

“Such is not the case,” he sald. “The 
act was passed for the purpose of giv- 
ng these rural communities power to 
deal with their affairs if 
they wish to do 80, and no action has 
been taken, nor will be taken, to force 
them to take over the responsibility in 
regard to their public works as stated.
